Geographic Society to Decide 
Whether Cook Reached Pole 


New York, Feb. 21 
(AP).—Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook's reiteration of 
his claim he was the first to discover 
the North Pole is in the hands of 
the American Geographic society 
and will be presented to the next 
meeting of the council in April. 
Cook, who claimed he sledged to 
the Pole accompanied only by two 
Eskimos a year before Lieut. Robert 
W. Peary reached it, announced in 
Chicago Thursday that he had again 
entered his claim to the geographic 
society "because of its reputation for 
fairness and accuracy.” 
Cook Data Ac kl iou led ped 
President Roland L. Redmond, of 
the society, said the Cook claim had 
been received and the surgeon-ex- 
plorer had been notified it would be 
taken up at the next meeting. 
Cook, in his letter to Redmond 
asked that his name he cleared of 
charges he faked his discovery "be­ 
fore I die.” 
His polar discovery claims, he said 
have been verified by later explorers 
—were, in fact, verified by Peary's 
own reports. 
No one with authority ever named 
Peary as discoverer of the Pole. Cook 
contended, but popular opinion has 
been trained in that direction. The 
Royal Geographic society of Den­ 
mark, he recalled, refused to con­ 
cede his discovery of the Pole, but 
honored him with medals and de­ 
crees, The congress of the United 
States, on the other hand, retired 
Peary as an admiral as result of his 
explorations, but declined officially 
to name him as discoverer of the 
Pole. 
" 
Received Many Honers 
Cook received many American and 
European honors before examination 
of his claims convinced the Uni­ 
versity of Copenhagen they were 
lacking of proof. 
Cook, who first went to the Arctic 
in 1886 as surgeon to the initial ex­ 
pedition of Lieutenant Peary, claim­ 
ed that, accompanied only by two 
Eskimos, he had sledded to the Pole 
a year before Peart' reached it April 
6, 1909. 
Cook was sentenced to 14 years 
In prison and fined $12,000 in 1923 
for use of the mails to defraud in 
connection with a Texas oil-well 
promotion. 
He entered 
Leaven­ 
worth prison in 1925 and was pa­ 
roled in 1930, after serving one-third 
of his term.
